Following the 
hatching the parent has no further responsibility toward these 
young marauders - they are strictly on their own. Among higher 
. vertebrates things' are different. With mammals -'mankind in 
.particular -^ discipline and training are meant to come into being. 
But DO they in this, our perverted and subvertea, day? t)r ■ in our '' 
great liberty-founded and liberty-loving country, is the fate of our 
offspring - and its very survival; if you please - actually being 
abandoned' to the '. machinations ■> of an all-powerful central

This would appear possible from the rising clamor for" free 
i child-care centers around the clock, free abortions from all 
comers on demand, free lunches, free breakfasts, free teacher 
training, and on and on - down the SOCIALIST primrose path.
